Present prog ram sponsored by the 
National Cotton Council is desig ned 
to prevent recurrence of below-cost 
prices for the g reatest sing le indus­ 
try of cotton g rowing in the United 
States, declared Charles McDaniel of 
the NCC at the Tuesday noon m eet­ 
ing of Hamlin Lions Club at the 
Morg an Hotel. 
“Something had to be done about 
the fluctuating of prices of cotton 
from six cents to 48 cents per pound,” 
stated McDaniel, “ and the National 
Cotton Council was org anized to do 
that very something .

cil set out to find means of cutting 
production 
costs, increasing 
y ield,

ducers, g inners, warehousemen, com­ 
press and seed crusher

Hamlin region’s maize crop is of 
the 
unknown 
quantity 
nowadays. 
And the lack of rain during the past 
30 days is the cause of it all. 
Even if rains were to come within 
the next several days, it is doubtfu 
if very good yields could be made 
by a great percentage of the com­ 
bine maize that is in various stages 
of development over the area. 
Average maize in the territory is 
about three feet high, just beginning 
to head— but suffering terribly for 
want of moisture to develop the head 
and produce the grain. 
Raisers deciare that some of the 
later plantings would make fair crops 
of grain if good rains come within 
the next two weeks. Otherwise, most 
of the crop will probably be bundled 
for feeding purposes. 
Only four cars of maize have been 
shipped for Hamlin this year. 
It was 
from early crops that developed on 
early spring rains. 
One hundred and 
ninety-seevn cars were shipped from 
Hamlin last season. 
Four cars of maize have been ship­ 
ped 
out of Tuxedo, northwest of 
Hamlin. 
Cotton and other crops were hold­ 
ing up fairly well in spite of the hot, 
dry weather, but even the cotton 
could use a nice rain to help in the 
fruiting period now.
